Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the specification introduce new matter into the disclosure of the instant 
application. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments and remarks are noted. 
However, they are not found persuasive. 

With regard to arguments that no new matter has been added in amending the specification to include the readout circuitry for associating 
one or more frequencies of light to one or more temperatures of the resonator, the Examiner respectfully disagrees, and again reiterates 
the remarks made in Sections 4 and 8 of the Office Action dated 8/25/09. 

With regard to Applicants' arguments that the imbedded resistor of Claim 8 is more limited in scope than that claimed in Claim 7, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. As currently claimed, each of Claims 7 and 8 recite 'an imbedded resistor', i.e. two different, unique 
resistors. However, it is clear from Applicants' arguments that the imbedded resistor of Claim 8 is drawn to the same imbedded resistor in 
Claim 7. Thus, 'an imbedded resistor' in Claim 8 clearly lacks proper antecedent basis since it does not refer back to the same imbedded 
resistor in Claim 7. 

With regard to Applicants' arguments that the combined teachings of Eggleton et al., Rabiei et al., and Schwindt et al. fail to teach or 
reasonably suggest the claimed invention, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is noted that one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 
871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Further, as previously set forth in Section 4 of the 
Office Action dated 8/25/09, the instant application fails to predate the Rabiei et al. reference since the instant application fails to clearly and 
sufficiently disclose a logic means or device in the form of a readout circuit or circuitry for associating one or more frequencies of light to 
one or more temperatures of the photonic resonator. 

Finally, with regard to Applicants' arguments that the combined teachings of Eggleton et al., Rafizadeh et al., and Schwindt et al. fail to 
teach or reasonably suggest the claimed invention, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner again notes that one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
